2. Social Democracy, whK-b would real the power Id tbe people at large, with 
due regard for the rigbta of mioorltlea. 

It la oanirxl rooagb that there abould lie aoch ditterencea In ihr Socialiatic 
teodendea. Soriallam Itaelf la an oconomi., and not a polittcol term. It la 
tctmlly poadble for a aoclaliallc itate to be ranalatent with tbe most fearful tyr¬ 
anny the world baa erer seen, for the ruling powera woold also bare hold of tbe 
bread of tbe people in a raatly greater degree than la tbe case today. On the other 
band. SociaUsm may and will bring to bununity tbe greatest liberty It baa yet 
enjoyed, by making ereryone tbe master -it b:a own anatenance, by taking away 
the worry for br«fd.
